Berwin appeared at the seventh 
floor carrying Emily Barlow down 
the sealing ladder when the terrified 
woman tried to jump to the window 
ledge causing the captain to fose his 
balanea and falling seven stories fo 
his death. The fifth, sixth and sev- 
enth floors were completely gutted. 
Several persons unaccounted for 
have been suffocated in their rooms. 
One woman died on her way to the 
hospitpl.

BRING SAMPLES OF SEED GRAIN 

The following circujar has been is- 
sued with reference to the ‘seed grain 
train: 

“Those who will be in charge of ‘the 
seed train. will be abje to do a very 
useful service throughout the entire 
route in identifying and describing 
the weeds that are prevelant or are 
liable to be introduced into any  local- 
ity. It is when a weed is new, to the 
district that we should find out all 
about it, not when it has overrun the 
farms. Any farmer who has a weed 
that he does not ‘know, should bring 
(‘o the train a specimen or some of the 
seeds, and find out from the iecturers 
its name and the best means of con- 
trolling it. It often saves an iramense 
amount of trouble and -expense ‘to 
know exactly the nature of a new 
weed, and the experience of others 
recarding it. The lecturers will be 
glad to render such a service and the 
more helpful they can be the better 
pleased they will be. 

“Another useful class of work will 
be the testing of samples of seeds 
brought to the train. A great loss is 
often caused by sowing grain with low 
or weak germination. This is some- 
thing that can be determined before 
seed is sown and when there is any 
doubt whatever regarding -the ger- 
mination &f seed it should always be 
Rested. Only an ounce or, two of seed 
is required for a test and such sam- 
ples should be left with those, on the 
train. All kinds of grain and smajler 
seeds marked with the name and ad- 
dress of the owner will be taken and a 
report on their vitality sent in ten 
days or two weeks. No charges what- 
ever will’be made for testing: and re- 
porting, and -advantage ‘should be 
taken of this opportunity to have 
grain and seeds tested, and weeds and
